been rounded up by the police

Pitttburg, -it being alleged that they 
were found Saturday in questionable 
resorts. -Eight other girls we're also 
found. The Coshocton girls are not 
known here and it is thought that 
they have fictitious names. 


The account of their capture ap- 


peared on the front page of Sunday's 
Gazette Times as follows: 


Pittsburg has become the potf of 


missing maidens. Ten country girls 
farmers' daughters, ranging in age 
from 16 to 20 years, were collected 
by the police yesterday and are now 
at the Central station awaiting ad- 
vices from home. They are:

The striking car men of the company state they are 
willing to arbitrate; the company must m e e t them 
halfway. No doubt there have heen hasty words and 
hasty actions by both sides; mistakes generally occur 
on both sides of every fence 
But the people of Co- 


lumbus are sick and tired of the rioting and trouble and 
danger and the people of the state are disgusted with 
the continued expense of keeping peace in the state 
capital. It is of some concern therefor to Cochocton 
that the street car strike in Cdlmnbus be settled 
as 


quickly as possible. No one wants the street car com- 
pany to make concessions that would be unfair or bur- 
densome; no one wants the car men 1o make concessions 
that would be burdensome or unfair. But there is a 
common ground where both can meet with mutual re- 
there they must meet and soon.
